GUITEAU’S TRIAL. 


Further Proceedings in the Case 
of the Assassin. 


SENAT0B 
LOGAN’S 
TESTIMONY. 


▲ Sister of Guiteau Placed on the Witness’ 
Stand. 


[SPECIAL BY TELEGRAPH TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


Washington, November 26th.—Upon opening the 
Criminal Court, Scogille read a telegram from Em ­ 
ery A. Storrs Chicago, saying th at he could not 
possibly at present, owiqg to professional engage­ 
ments, come to Washington to testify. 
Scoville said th at under the circumstances he 
would to t insist upon an attachm ent for Storra. 
Davidge, speaking for the prosecution, w ai willing 
to have Storrs put upon the stand any time during 
the trial, aud this understanding was accepted by 
all parties. 
. 
Thomas North then resumed the witness-stand, 
and wag cross-examined very closely and at great 
length by Davidge, Guiteau intcirupving at the out­ 
set and protesting th at there was no tru th in the 
witness’ story. 
When witness was being questioned 
in regard to the fight between Guiteau and his 
father, Guiteau said he had a good memory, and 
could rem em ber most everything, but he did not 
recollect any such scene. 
GUITEAU ON BEECHER. 
Ju st as the witness was released from the stand, 
Guiteau improved a momentary lull to make the 
first Speech of the day. 
He said : 
“ I notice that 
my friend Henry W ard Beecher is doing some 
cranky work in this case. 
I used to attend his 
church and prayer meetings, and if your Honor 
knew him as well as I do you would not pay any a t­ 
tention to him. There are a good many people who 
thm k th at he is badly * cranked ’ socially, and have 
no doubt Mrs. Tilton told the tru th anti th at he lied 
about it, anti 1 tell him so publicly.” 
“ Gh, well, well, Mr. Prisoner, that will do for 
you,” said Davidge. 
* Guiteau was apparently satisfied, and nodded with 
a smile, say in g : 
“ That’s all right, Judge ; I have 
had my eay on B eecher; I’m satisfied.” 


SENATOR LOGAN ON T H E STA N D . 
The next witness was Senator John A. Logan, of 
Illinois. As he was sworn, the prisoner creeled him 
with “ How arc you, Mr. Senator? Iam glad to 
see you,” but tbc greeting m et uo response. 
The 
witness detailed two interviews th at he had had 
with the prisoner. 
The first was about the 12th 
or 15th of March last. 
The prisoner came to his 
room uninvited. 
He did not know who lie was. 
The first thing the prisoner did was to puli a 
pam phlet out of bis pocket and hand it to 
witness, Baying 
it was a speech he had de­ 
livered in the recent canvass, and asked the 
witness to read it. The witness declined to read it 
at th at tim e, but said he would take pleasure iu 
reading it afterward. It was a speech e u titk d “ Gar­ 
field against Hancock.” 
The prisoner then said : 
“ That speech elected Garfield President of the 
United States.” He then commenced talking about 
the position he desired, sayimr he had been piom- 
iaed the appointm ent of Consul-General to France. 
He said he had seen Secretary of State Blaine, who 
promised him this appointm ent, provided he could 
get Senator Logan’s recommendation. The witness 
said, “ I do not know you and cannot recommend 
you.” The prisoner then went on to say he resided 
in Chicago and was a constituent of the witness, and 
the witness was under obligations to recommend 
him. 
He also told witness he had been to New York 
during the canvass to see the Republican National 
Committee there in regard to entering the cam ­ 
paign. 
Ke said the President was a friend of hi?, 
and th at he was satiofied the President was favora­ 
bly' disposed to his appointm ent, and he would get 
it, especially if he (witness) would recommend bim. 
Witness again declined. The prisoner then t< ok out 
of his pocket a sheet of foolscap with about three 
lines w ritten ve»y closely to the top. 
It was a 
recommendation for his appointm ent. 
He wanted 
witness to sign it, but witness declined. 
He wanted 
to get rid of him as soon as he could. 
“ W hy?” 
W itness—He did not strike me as a person I would 
recommend for an office of th at character, or any 
other office. 
I treated him as kindly and jxdi’.elv as 
I could, b u t was very desirous of getting rid of him. 
I did not want to be annoyed with him. 
“ Was there anything pirticularly noticeable in 
his appearance ? ” 
W itness—He wras rather peculiarly clad for the 
season, there being no snow on the street at the 
time. 
Ho had on his feet a pair of sandils or rub­ 
bers, or something of th at kind. 
He had no etock- 
ings. 
He wore a light pair of pantaloons and c m- 
mon ordinary coat. A day or two afterward he came 
again to my room uninvited, ar.d iusisted upon my 
signing his recommendation, reiterating the same 
statem ent as before of his having the promise of the 
place if I would recommend him. 
I again declined. 
1 had in the meantime, out cf courtesy, read the 
speech. 
He was a little more excited nt t^e second 
interview than the first. 
The second was a v. ry 
short interview, for I tried to dispose of the m atter 
as quickly as possible. 
1 said to him the first time 
I see the Secretary of State I will m ention \ our case 
to him. 
I did not say I would recommend him, but 
simply th at I would mention his case. I intended to 
do ho, b at not in the way he expected 1 would. 
“ From what you saw of the prisoner on these oc­ 
casions, and from what was said and done by him, 
did you form an opinion as to his m ental soundness 
or unsouudness?” 
W itness—I am not an expert, an 1 I do not know 
w hether I shou’d answ r the question. 
The Court—Yon may give an opinion in accord­ 
ance w ith your observation. 
Witness—I thought there was some derangement 
in his m ental organization, bu t to w hat extent I 
could n t say. 
When I went down to breakfast th -t 
morning I saw lim at the table as a boat der. 
I 
called the landlady and asked her if she knew that 
gentleman. 
She mentioned his name, and said he 
had told her he was a constituent of mine. 
“ W hat was your expression of opinion to the 
landlady at th at tim e':” 
“ I said this, * I ( o not ♦hink lie is a proper person 
to have in your botrding-house.’ She asked me 
why. I said, * I think he is a little off in bis head,’ 
or some language of th at kind. 
She asked me what 
I m eant, and I said I thought he was a little crazy, 
and she had better n^tf have him in the boarding­ 
house. That’s about the conversation at th at tim e.” 
The cross examination was very brief, and no new 
paints were developed. 


A CAM PAIGN CLERK. 
Edm und E. Smith, employed at the R publican 
National Committee rooms during tho late Presi­ 
dential campaign, thought Guiteau very | eculiar, 
flighty and rambling in conversation. 
Guiteau here interrupted in his custom ary m an­ 
ner : “ This gentlem m was notin a position to know 
about m atters there. 
lie was only a clerk, anyhow. 
Governor Jewe, ex-Senator D ,rscy and the rest of 
us boys were the ones th at did the work there.” 
John A. Morse, a colored attorney at law, saw 
G niteru nt the White House during March and 
April, and took him to be a crazy man. 
MR3. SCOVILLE’S EV ID EN C E. 
Mrs. Scoville then took the stand, and gave a bio­ 
graphical sketch of Guiteau, commencing with his 
early childhood. 
When Challes was twelve-years 
old he lived with the witness a year, in Chicago, 
where he went to school. 
She recollected nothing 
special about him then, except he was very affec- 
ti- nate, and she was much attached to him. 
Uve 
or six years later he went to Ann Arbor to attend 
school. 
She went to Ann Arbor to see him. as she 
had been informed he was going on worse than his 
father hsd ever done. 
She found he had abandoned 
his studies, and was giving his whole time and a t­ 
tention to poring over the publ cations of tho 
Oneida Community. She argued with him for a 
whole evening, appealing to him to go on quietly 
like other you rg men, and give up th at stuff. 
Her 
appeals had no effect upon him, however, and she 
made up her mind he was crazy. 
She told her 
uncle, who lived at Ann Arbor, to pay no more a t­ 
tention, bu t let him go his own way, as he was 
“ clear gone daft.” She afterwards visited him at 
Oneida Community, bu t had hardly any convc sa- 
tion with him, us they were not le 't alone a moment 
together. She noticed he acted like a p rson who 
had been bewildered, struck on the head, or had 
partly lost his mind. 
The Prisoner—I had been there three years at 
th at tim e, and was right in the heart of their fanat­ 
icism. 
The witness went on to relate the prisoner’s his­ 
tory, including his admission to the bar, at which 
she was much surprised ; his m arriage and separa­ 
tion from his wife, down to the tim e he visited her 
in Wisconsin, in 1875. She not ced then a great 
change in his personal appearance. 
He was then 
very hard to get along with, and used to get in a 
highfalutin state. 
He seemed willing to do any­ 
thing he was told, bu t would get very much be­ 
fogged, and could not do it. She related aif inci­ 
dent of his attacking her with an ax. She had 
given him no provocation, but had got out off in- 
tience with him. 
It was not the ax th at fright­ 
ened her so much as the look of his face. He looked 
like a wild animal. 
While the direct owimination of the witness 
was still in progre33 the Court adjourned until Mon­ 
day. 
WHY THE TRISONEB IS NOT CHECKED. 
New Y ork, November 26th.—The B’orW* Wash­ 
ington special, dated l&3t evening, says : It is said 
on"behalf of Judge Cox th at the license he has 
allowed Guiteau is attributable to two motivcB : 
One, a belief in Guiteau’s insanity, the other, a de­ 
term ination th at the trial shall be in

such th at whatever the result, neither the prisoner 
nor bis friends shall ever have ground for complaint 
of unfairnees. 
Rather than have a loophole for 
such complaint, he chooses to allow the customs off 
the Court to be daily ontraged and to disregard his 
duty both to the prosecution and to himself. W hat­ 
ever the explanation may be worth, it is put out as 
a plausible reason for his toleration of Guiteau’s

GCITIAC’S SANITY. 


W a sh in g t o n, November 27th. — A num ber of 
prom inent medical experts visited G uiteau in his 
cell yesterday, and examined him critically, w ith a 
view to informing themselves at to his m ental state. 


They held a consultation subsequent to the visit. 
The doctors arc reticent a b o tt the meeting, but it 
is under?tood the proceedings were entirely in­ 
formal, and that there exists a wide difference cf 
tmmion among them regarding the responsibility of 
m e assassin for his acts. 
It is said th at the tone of 
the letters recently received by the assassin shows 
something of a change of public sentim ent toward 
him personally, more pity and sym pathy being 
shown and more hope of saving him from ihe gal­ 
lows. 


STATE 
AND 
COAST. 


W inter is closing in at Eaglo Lake, Nev. 
A new manufactory of agricultural ma- 
chiuery is about starting in Oakland. 
The Sutter Farmer says one hundred 
and three teams and one hundred and 
fifteen men are now employed cn the levee 
at Shanghai Bend. 
The Gridley Herald has entered upon its 
second volume. 
I t is an excellent local 
journal, and the experiment of its founding 
is evidently a success. 
One page of the Amador Sentinel, pub­ 
lished at Jackson, is now capped with the 
title of “ The Plym outh Reporter," the 
m atter being devoted to the news of that 
locality. 
The summer-fallowing is nearly all done 
in the northern and western part of Yolo 
county, and the plowmen are busy prepar­ 
ing the ground on which a crop was pro­ 
duced last year. 
A “ Library Society” has been organized 
at Indian Springs, Nevada county. 
It 
holds its first entertainm ent December 1st, 
when there will be music, readings, recita­ 
tions and a debate. 
On Saturday evening last the houses of 
Dutch Flat wero terribly shaken up by a 
blast in the American mine, in which 27,­ 
000 pounds of black powder was utilized. 
The blast did immense execution. 
The Biggs Recorder Htters this amazing 
libel : A Truckee constable quelled a dog­ 
fight the other day, and the people are cir­ 
culating a petition requesting him to resign 
for illegal interference with their pleasures. 
The stock men of Harney and W arner 
valleys, Oregon, have arrived at the con­ 
clusion that the disorder with which many 
cattle have been dying in that section re­ 
cently is not the blackleg, as at first re­ 
ported, but a disease very similar to tho 
mountain fever. 
In no part of Southern California is the 
stock of lumber in any way commensurate 
with the demand, and although the several 
dealers have exerted themselves to the 
utmost, they find it utterly impossible to 
keep adequate stocks on hand.—[Los An­ 
geles Commercial. 
It appears that the vein of the Santa 
Clara coal miDe has pinched out. 
The 
railroad company have sent an expert to 
help find it, if possible. The Anaheim Ga­ 
zette saya that even if the lost vein be not 
found, a large quantity of coal can betaken 
from the uncovered vein. 
The Pioche Record says : A large num­ 
ber of beef-cattle are being driven across 
the lower portion of the county to Califor­ 
nia. 
The cattle are purchased throughout 
U tah by dealers, who drive them to the 
California markets. 
The dealers say they 
are unable to purchase as many head as the 
markets require. 
Several droves, number­ 
ing 100 to 1 200 head in the drove, have 
passed through the county within the last 
two weeks. 
I t is rumored that the mail route from 
Keuo to Fort Bidwell is to be discontinued 
upon the expiration of the present contract. 
If this is true the residents of Surprise 
valley will he supplied with mail from the 
route which is to be let from Alturas to 
Willow Kancb, to be known aa mail route 
No. 40,157, which runs from Alturas, by 
Cedarville, Lake City and Fort Bidwell to 
Willow llanch, sixty-three miles and back, 
six times a week. 
The Piacer Herald says : 
From casual 
conversation with some of the leading fru it­ 
growers in this region of country, we learn 
that the fruit harvest in the foothills, now 
drawing to a close for the season, has been 
a good one ; that the quality of the produc­ 
tion has been a fair average, the yield of 
most varieties large, the demand brisk, and 
the prices good. 
They have nearly all 
made some money, manifested either in an 
increased bank account or in increased 
improvement.*, and they are satisfied.

DOM ESTIC. 


T lie A u to p sy u p o n fh e P r f s lile a l's H o dy. 
Washington, November 27th.—Acting Assistant 
Surgeon Lamb, who performed the autopsy upon 
the body of President Garfield, furnishes the fol­ 
lowing : 
There prevails to some extent an impression th at 
the examination of the body of the late President 
Garfield was a careless and haphazard one, w ith o u t 
order or method, and th at the bullet was only found 
by accident. This impression is entirely incorrect. 
The order of exam ination was prearranged in a con­ 
sultation for the purpose, and was carried out as 
far as the developments of the autopsy perm itted. 
It was necessary 10 ascertain the extent and charac­ 
ter of the injury, and if pos&ible to obtain the m is­ 
sile. 
All thincra considered, tbe only way iu 
which these objects could be accomplished was 
by first opening the abdcminal cavity. 
Much has 
been said about the bullet being found in the 
basin, and the i t itcm ent has been industriously' cir­ 
culated by prejudiced parties. 
The facts arc is fol­ 
lows: ih e search for the bullet was prosecuted 
carefully, systematica’ly aud successfully, and the 
latter is no small m atter in view of the fact th at in 
many post-mortem examinations, even after a es re­ 
fu!, laborious and persistent search, tbe missile has 
not been found. 
It was first songht for near th e 
groin, where it was expected by some th at it would 
be 
found. 
Failing 
to find 
it 
there, the 
pus 
channel 
was 
then 
followed 
u p ; 
bu t 
thia 
procedure 
mcde it necessary to remove 
the overlying 
organs. 
These 
removed parts 
were tem porarily placed in a large china wash-bowl 
until they could be examined in the order pre­ 
scribed In the prelimmar)' consultation. Tho pus 
channel led up to the fractured ribs and vertebra. 
The situation of the opening of the exit of the bul­ 
let from the latt-r itHicAtod the probability of its 
further track being in the hemorrhagic clod in the 
tissues removed. 
While tbe examination oí the 
vertebra was being made, one of the surgeons 
assisting turned his attention to the parts removed, 
and discovered there the position of the bullet. 
T h e re sa s nothing at all of tbe nature of an acci> 
dent in the m anner in which it was found. It bad 
ff\ rm ed for itself a cyst wall beneath the pancrca. 
A fter completing the exam ination of the vertebra, 
I cu t tbe cyst oj»en and took the bullet out 
of it. 
It had beeu suggested by some th at 
after 
the 
removal 
of 
the 
parts 
from 
the 
body, their relations cou’d no longer be recognized. 
1 his difficulty could only occur to one who waB un­ 
familiar with anatom y. No formal reply has vet 
been made to the m any unju*t aud often senselefs 
criticisms which have been so freely bestowed upon 
this autopsy. 
I had expected th at a complete expo­ 
sition of the points criticised would have been made 
in the course of the testim ony of medical witnesses, 
but with one exception there was afforded no oppor­ 
tunity, and the gentlem an excepted inadvertently 
omitted some of the particulars related above.

THE POPS AND MALTA. 


Udce more the intimation comes th at the 
Pope contemplates a retreat to Malta, or 
some other place out of Italy. 
If this re­ 
port is put abroad merely for effect, it is 
but a iresh proof of the unwisdom of the 
Pope's advisers, for assuredly the threat of 
Í1ÍB removal from the Vatican cannot cause 
any change in the policy of the Italian 
Government, and no other government will 
move In the m atter unless it is to offer the 
Pope an asylum. 
But Pope Leo has made 
the mistake of committing himself to the 
already exploded policy of Pins, and now 
he finds it impossible to extricate himself. 
If he is obliged to pretend imprisonment in 
the Vatican as a perpetual protest against 
the deposition of the Pope from his tem ­ 
poral sovereignty and the erection of the 
secular Italian Government, he might as 
well be out of Italy. And it is possible that 
his own health may be moving him in this 
connection, for it is well known that his 
physicians warned him against the ill 
■effects of another fall wad winter in Rome, 
and Cha*, he had at one*time almost made up 
his mind to Lave the Vatican and go to 
Frascati. 
The papal policy, however, is 
at present very much w rapper in mist. 
The present Pope was known to entertain 
■views strongly at variance with those of 
his predecessbr, before he was elected, but 
-since the beginning of his pontificate he has 
fallen into most of the grooves which had 
been worn by Pius, and ho has appeared 
to be laboring under some repression of his 
supposed personal wishes. 
HÍ3 departure 
from ltome will no doubt be personally 
beneficial to him, but it would very cer­ 
tainly produce no particular impression 
upon the world. 
Good Catholics might be 
grieved cr even shocked at the abandon­ 
ment ef the Holy City by the pontiff, but 
their sorrow or even their anger would re­ 
sult in nothing. 
There is no government 
th a t would think for a moment of replacing 
him in his temporal sovereignty. The fatal 
blunder of the Vatican is in refusing to see 
that it has passed away definitively. 
The 
■whole course of the Catholic church is ar­ 
rested in a vain endeavor to turn back 
the wheels of progress. 
It is impossible. 
No m atter what the Pope does, or where he 
goes, henceforth his dominion wiil be solely 
spiritual. 
But while he and the heads of 
the Church are beating the air in their 
frnitks3 struggle against the inevitable, 
te e spirit of the age is making liavcc of 
their spiritual kingdom. I t is the old fable 
-of the dog who lost the substance while 
pursuing the shadow, in fact. 
The Catho­ 
lic Church has substantial possessions, 
which under normal conditions it s likely 
lo retain for some time yet, but it is in 
danger of losing this prematurely because 
it will not reconcile itself to a loss which 
all the world sees to be irremediable. 
Rome or Malta are the same so long as this 
futile policy is maintained, uuless, indeed, 
Pope Leo thicks to escape from the influ­ 
ences which have fettered h¡3 better judg­ 
ment ever since he has resided in the V ati­ 
can. 


A 
POOR 
SPECULATION. 


I t is said that the speculators who have 
been buying up the Confederate bonds be­ 
lieved it possible to create a public senti­ 
m ent in favor of adopting some arrange­ 
ments for the payment of the rebel debt. 
If this statement possesses any truth it 
only shows how densely ignorant of public 
feeling in the North and W est these per­ 
sons were. 
I t would bo as impossible to 
create any such favorable state of public 
opinion as they bare been thinking of, as it 
would be to elect Jefferson Davis President 
of the United States. 
The feeling here 
undoubtedly is that those who assisted the 
rebelliou directly or indirectly have noth­ 
ing to expect from those who staked life 
and fortune upon its suppression. 
W hat­ 
ever money wa3 expended in supporting 
th e 
Confederacy, 
whatever obligations 
were incurred on that side, were all abol­ 
ished and wiped out when the Conteder- 
ocy collapsed. 
The American people have 
had enough to do in discharging the legiti­ 
m ate public debt which was incurred in 
preserving the Union. 
The dead Confed­ 
eracy m ast be left to bury its dead in the 
shape of all its debts and liabilities. 


The commotion which has been raised in 
San Francisco by the apparent intention of 
a majority of the Board of Supervisors to 
grant half a dozen or so of railroad fran­ 
chises to as many hitherto unknown rail­ 
road builders, has already resulted in an 
appeal to the Courts, where the question 
of the authority of the Supervisors to 
grant these franchises is about to be de­ 
termined. 
The speculators who first con­ 
ceived the idea of obtaining possession of 
the right of way into and around th e city, 
and who are said to have improved upon a 
suggestion thrown out by the agents of the 
A tlantic aud Pacific Company, appear at 
this moment to have overshot their mark, 
or else the brilliancy of their project ha3 
tem pted so many im itators as to spoil the 
m arket. 
The theory in San Francisco is 
th at eight of the Supervisors have been 
bribed, and at' a mass meeting last week 
many usually staid and sober citizens were 
so moved from their equanimity by the 
contemplation of this supposed treason 
that even Judges declared their yearning 
to hang the alleged malefactors. A species 
of 
vengeful 
fury 
indeed 
has 
char­ 
acterized 
the 
whole 
proceedings. 
It 
is 
of 
that 
familiar 
kind 
which 
San 
Francisco 
has always exhibited, 
not only when she suspected th at there 
was some plot to injure her, but also when 
it was to he thought that projects uuder 
discussion might redound to her advantage. 
In the present case it is possible that all 
the objurgations showered upon the heads 
of the suspected Supervisors may be well 
deserved. 
We cannot tell how this is, and 
for the reason that so far no evidence has 
been adduced. 
It may seem somewhat 
carious that all this fierce and unmeasured 
vituperation shonld have been indulged in 
before anything was proved, but this is an­ 
other peculiarity of San Francisco. 
We cannot forget, either, that on a 
former occasion the press and people of 
that city howled and tore their hair, figu­ 
ratively speaking, in opposition to a pro­ 
ject which would have been of incalculable 
benefit to them ; and that they were within 
a hair’s-breadth of being inveigled into an­ 
other undertaking which would have been 
like a millstone round their necks. 
They 
spumed the Goat Island plan, and they 
wanted to mortgage themselves for ten 
millions of dollars to the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific Railroad. 
That, then, is the measure 
of their wisdcin 
and 
foresight, 
and 
none who remember these things can 
feel perfectly certain th at the present 
hubbub is not equally full of folly and 
confusion of judgment with those which 
are past. 
No doubt the proposals of men 
who are not engaged in railroad building or 
management, to obtain franchises for bring­ 
ing railroads into cr around the city, are 
open to suspicion. 
The presumption in all 
such cases must be that the whole affair is 
a speculation, though why it should be called 
blackmailing more than the formation of 
comers in the grain market it is difficult to 
eee. 
The idea, however, that somebody 
might make a good deal of money by get­ 
ting these franchises, and compelling all 
railroads that wanted to enter the city to 
pay them fancy priceB for the right, seems 
to have occurred to too many people at 
the same time. 
The so-called Belt-line 
franchise, which is for a railroad to sur­ 
round the city, has indeed been denounced 
w ith 
particular 
energy 
and 
ferocity, 
though it really does not seem to be any 
worse in principle than the othere. 
There 
may indeed be great hidden iniquity in 
the undertaking, but this has not yet been 
exposed, while the arguments used against 
it* have been very remarkable in their 
way. 
W e are quite willing to be convinced 
chat these franchise seekers are all wicked 
men, and that the Supervisors are venal 
wretches, and that it would not be prudent 
at the present time to grant any of the 
franchises asked for. 
But what we cannot 
adm it is the validity of the arguments 
which the San Francisco papers employ. 
These enlightened journals appear to view 
any proposition for facilitating shipments 
in their city with positive horror, and this 
is the more singular because they have al­ 
ready, by their stupidity, driven the grain 
loading trade away from there, and be­ 
cause this fact has been plain to all the 
State for a long time. 
The present howl 
at the idea of a belt railroad is absurd, 
because it is not directed against this par­ 
ticular enterprise, but against the principle 
of belt railroads generally. 
It is asserted 
that the city would be injured by having 
a railroad, or several railroads, with tracks 
along the city front. 
This objection is an 
imbecile one. 
No city can possess com­ 
mercial importance in these days which 
does not facilitate shipments in every pos­ 
sible way. 
San Francisco ha3 always pur­ 
sued a narrow and suicidal policy in this 
regard. 
She has constantly sacrificed a 
large part of her opportunities rather than 
interfere with local industry of no conse­ 
quence and obsolete methods. 
If she pre­ 
fers, in the same way, to preserve her 
water front from the noise and bustle of 
active commerce, no doubt she can do so, 
but in doing it she will sign her own death 
warrant. 
Through the feeble-mindedness of the 
press and the purblindcess of her mer­ 
chants she has done all she could to hamper 
a id embarrass the railroads already within 
her boundaries, and now she is in danger of 
so far overdoing what may be justifiable 
fear of bribery and corruption, as to enter 
upon a sort of crusade against her own in­ 
terests. 
As to’ the Supervisors, it would 
probably do no harm to hang them on gen­ 
eral principles, for if they have not sold 
out iu the present instance, we have their 
ovn word for it th at several of them are 
ready to sell out at all times. 
As to the 
present franchises, they may be as unreason­ 
able a3 has been represented, and certainly 
it cannot be judicious to grant a franchise 
to men who are notoriously mere specu­ 
lators. 
But if San Francisco is ever to re­ 
cover the ground she has lost through her 
folly and perversity in the past, she mast 
learn to discriminate, and to avoid blind 
assaults upon all who propose to enlarge 
her communications and extend her busi­ 
ness avenues. 
If she shonld begin by giv­ 
ing further privileges to the railroad com­ 
panies already there, she would have the 
satisfaction of knowing th at they could not 
avail themselves of these privileges w ith­ 
out benefiting her. 
Hitherto, however, 
she has seemed disposed rather to injure 
her friends than to repulse her enemies, and 
in seeking to prevent the bestowal of preci­ 
ous gifts upon herself she has more than 
once narrowly escaped falling into the 
hands of outside adventurers who sought 
only to fleece her.

THE 
CHILEAN 
CLOUD. 


There is evidently a purposeful move­ 
ment to bring about American interference 
between Chile and Peru. 
The story told 
iu Saturday’s dispatches, of claims upon 
Peru alleged to have been bought up by a 
syndicate, has not the savor of truth about 
it. 
Peruvian securities were at a heavy 
discount many years before the war with 
Chile commenced, 
and 
the 
principal 


sources of state revenue had long Bince 
been hypothecated to cover loans advanced 
by European peoplts, and held principally 
in England. 
But there is, in fact, no need 
to look so far afield for the explanation of 
the anticipated action of the United States 
in the premises. 
I t has been becoming 
more and more apparent for several months 
that Chile was literally strangling Peru, 
and th at her forcible interference with the 
efforts of her victim to recover was only 
calculate! to frustrate those efforts, and 
must if continued throw Peru into hopeless 
and help^sa anarchy. 
The course of Chile, 
in fact, is as if the Germans, after beating 
the French and taking Paris, bad inter­ 
fered to prevent the formation of any 
stable government, and had kept their 
armies marching 
over the country to 
break up every fresh attem pt to reorgan­ 
ize ths state. 
This, in effect, is what Chile 
has been doiDg, and if the world does not 
wish to see Peru utterly destroyed it is 
evident that those who possess the power 
must before long take a sharp and deter­ 
mined tone with Chile. And it is especially 
the duty of the United States to undertake 
this enterprise. 
No Enropean power has 
anything like the justification for inter­ 
vention, though it may be regarded as 
certain th at the financial interests of Eng­ 
lish investors will ultim ately compel the 
English Government to do the work if we 
decline it. 
And while it is true that we 
do not possess the present meaDB of enforc­ 
ing our wishes upon Chile, it is very im­ 
probable th at th at .Government would 
venture to treat American representations 
otherwise than respectfully. 
Of course the 
unfortunate quarrel between General K irk­ 
patrick and General Hurlbut, our repre­ 
sentatives in Chile and Peru, has had a 
mischievous effect upon the situation. 
It 
is now stated, however, that they have 
received fresh instructions, 
which 
are 
calculated to remove the embarrassments 
hitherto existing, and that they may there­ 
fore be expected to act in harmony for the 
future. 
It is to be regretted th at their 
original instructions should have been so 
different as to afford ground for the scanda­ 
lous misunderstanding which arose between 
them, and it may be suggested that civil 
service reform principles would not be 
violated if both of them were recalled, for 
it is clear that they have given sufficient 
“ cause ” for removal, and it is further to 
be considered that in the event of inter­ 
vention we shall want men down there 
who are not only trustw orthy, but pos­ 
sessed of good judgment. 


THE LATEST NIHILIST CONCEPTION. 


The present police government of Ruseia 
is better administered than it has been for 
some time. 
The police have begun to ap­ 
prehend conspirators 
before they have 
acted, and this is a gieat gain. 
Previously 
they were incapable of discovering a Ni­ 
hilist plot until it had exploded, and then 
they showed a superfluous and usually 
fruitltss activity. 
Now, however, they 
seem to have ferreted out a really formida­ 
ble conspiracy, the end of which was to 
drop dynamite fiom a balloon into the castle 
of Gatschina, and in the confusion to seize 
and kidnap the Czar, always supposing, 
we presume, that he had not been blown 
to pieces. 
This was at once a daring aud 
a novel plot, and it cannot be said that it 
was impracticable, since the very same 
method has been approved of for military 
purposes. 
A balloon could no doubt have 
been prepared and sent up at night, and 
with sufficient secrecy; and once up, it 
would have been comparatively easy to 
secure the dropping of the dynamite within 
the castle walls. 
I t is said th at the dis­ 
covery of this plot has determined the 
Czar to leave Gatschina ; but this would 
appear hardly necessary, since it is very 
improbable that the same plan would- be 
followed twice by the Nihilists.

CANNING ESTABLISHMENTS. 


Some further facts may now be given in re. 
lation to the canning establishment about 
to be started in this city, as all arrangements 
have been completed, and their publication 
will not disclose business secrets. 
The firm 
will be composed of J . H . Carroll, of this 
city, and H ickm ott and Ashbey, of San F ran­ 
cisco, and the establishm ent will be known 
by the name of The Capital Packing Com­ 
pany. 
The location will be on Front street, 
midway between K and L, in w hat are known 
as the Carroll and the Black buildings, which 
stand adjoining. 
The two together have a 
frontage of eighty-five feet and the present 
buildings extend back one hundred feet. 
A 
force of men will be put to work about the 
first of January to remodel and connect the 
two buildings, which will be practically con­ 
verted into one, and also extended back to 
the alley, the full width aiid depth of the lots, 
making the area under roof eighty-five by 
one hundred and fifty feet. _ 
In addition to frnit canning, a general can­ 
ning business will be carried on of whatever 
products are to be found in the m arket 
among canned goods and which products are 
grown or produced in this section of the State. 
Contracts have already been entered into 
with salmon fishermen for an extensive sup­ 
ply of those fish, and the canning works are 
to be completed in time for taking the early 
run next spring, probably the lore part of 
April. 
I t is probable th at the establishment 
will not do as large a canning business 
next season as in lutnre years, but the 
company expect to 
put 
up 
from fifty 
to sixty thousand caseB—two dozen cans 
to 
the 
case — in 1882. 
Mr. 
Carroll 
will place §30,000 in the business at first, and 
increase the amount tf necessary. 
Messis. 
Hickm ott and Ashbey bring matured experi­ 
ence into the enterprise, having been foremen 
in the extensive canning establishment of A. 
Lusk 4 Co., San Francisco, and successfully 
connected with the business for many years. 
I t was intim ated in these columns a few 
days since th at the opening of a cannery here, 
and the fact of the centrality of Sacramento 
as a fruit market, and tlis superiority of fruit 
in this section of the State from beiDg less in­ 
jured by the icsect pests, would no doubt in­ 
duce the erection of still other canning works 
in this city. 
This is already in a fair way to 
be realized at an early day, as prominent par­ 
ties, residents of Sacramento, have during 
the past week proposed to establish a second 
packing-house here, to be located on F ront 
street, and §40,000 has been offered in sub­ 
scription upon the proposition.

A meeting of citizens engaged in business 
was held at the Court-house Saturday evening 
to consider the question of resistance to the 
“ Sunday law .” There was a very large at­ 
tendance, in the great m ajority consisting of 
licensed dealers acd among these retail liqucr 
dealers, breweis and family grocers were 
largely represented. 
The Court-room failed 
to hold all who desired admission, and many 
had to be content to remain in the hall and 
hear as best they could. Joseph Goddard 
called to order, and said the object of the call 
was to make a permanent organization to act 
with a like organization in San Francisco in 
resistance to the enforcement of the Sunday 
law. 
I t was thereupon resolved th at the 
meeting organize itself into such a perm a­ 
nent body, and Geo. \V. Chesley was elected 
P resident; H . W einrich, V ice-President; 
Joteph Goddard, Secretary, and M . Cronan, 
Treasurer. 
Remarks were made by Mr. 
W einrich, who favored tfie object of the 
meeting, and by M r. Chesley, who thought a 
test case should be sent up for the whole of 
the Supreme Bench to consider. 
I t was re­ 
solved th at the name of the organization 
shonld be “ The Licensed Dealers’ Protective 
Association.” 
P . Flaherty, F . Ruhstalier 
and F . K naaer were appointed a Committee 
on Constitution and By-Laws. 
An executive 
committee of sixty-five members was then 
named, to act in the interim of the meetings 
of the association and to confer with the or­ 
ganization of like character in San F ran­ 
cisco. 
Four committees were then named 
of two each, one for each of the four 
wards 
of

dealers

placee of business open on Sunday and unite 
to aid each other in the result if need be. 
The books were then opened for membership 
signatures, and 281 signed the roll. 
The 
agreement to which the signatures were at­ 
tached reads: 
“ We, the undersigned, agree to stand by 
one another in case of arrest for a violation of 
the Sunday law, and will stand onr share of 
all expenses which may accrue.” 
The meeting then adjourned subject to the 
call of the Chair. 
Y esterday a large nnmber of grocers and a 
num ber of saloons were closed, which have 
heretofore been kept open on Sunday. 
The 
most of the saloons, however, and many of 
the groceries, w ith the fruit-stands, etc., were 
open as usual. 
The meeting on the m atter 
Saturday night was yesterday much com­ 
mented upon, and the promoters of the 
movement received assurances th at the list 
of membership will this week be more than 
doubled, and some tbink that as many as a 
thousand signatures will be obtained.

The French entirely destroyed the Tillage 
of Mengel, near Gobez, in Tunis. 
The treaty of commerce between France 
and the Netherlands has been signed. 
The telegraph line is finished from Eugene 
to Springfield, in Like county, Oregon. 
I t is stated that the President will not 
print the message until delivered to Congress. 
A Berlin dispatch says the Emperor has 
resumed the transaction of official business. 
The whole of this week will probably (bo 
consumed in the trial of the train wreckerA at 
Auburn. 
A sharp shock of earthquake was felt at 
Hollister, San Benito county, Saturday 
morning.

Professor Alien, of 
the State Normal 
School, has tendered his resignation to the 
Trustees. 
A St. Petersburg dispatch says a decree has 
been issued authorizing the issue of six mill­ 
ion roubles in silver. 
Bridget M. Schully, who wa3 so frightfully 
burned at San Jobs la st Wednesday, while 
singeing a turkey, died Saturday. 
The Hanson Fur Factory, in Milwaukee, 
Friday night was robb:d of §4,000 worth of 
seal eacques and other valuable fur goods. 
A t Little Rock, Ark., Saturday, two em­ 
ployes of the Iron Mountain road were ar­ 
rested for stealing a registered-lelter pooch. 
A computation has been made showing that 
the Government cauBot, without loss, buy 
the four’s and four and a half’s at present 
rates. 
In the French Chamber of Deputies Sat­ 
urday Brisson read a decree withdrawing the 
hill relative to the inspection of imported salt 
meats. 
John Gains was arrested in Chicago Satur­ 
day for the murder of Hoessel, the bachelor 
farmer, at North Evanston.

Heppner, Butter Creek and Wild Horse 
Creeks are affected. Tat re is no outbreak in 
Pendleton as yet, hut the town is quaran­ 
tined against Heppner and the upper country. 
The Circuit Court has been adjourned until 
Jsnu -ry 21, and much depression in business 
prevails.

THE GREAT PROBLEM. 


OBSERVATIONS OP A SCIENTIST—A CAN­ 
DID REVIEW.

Learning that Henry G. Hanks, State 
Mineralogist, had recently returned from a 
trip up country, taken for the purpose of 
carefully investigating the debris question, 
an Examiner reporter waited upon that gen­ 
tleman with a view of ascertaining the 
result of his observations. 
Mr. Hanks de­ 
clined to give any official report, but in a 
personal conversation gave facts and opin­ 
ions of great interest to the public, beforo 
whom the subject has become the most 
vital State question of the day. 
The care­ 
ful and intelligent views of this gentleman, 
whose interests are identified with the 
mineral development of the State, mast 
carry with them unusual force and import. 
“ I understand you have just returned 
from a survey-of the moat im portant hy­ 
draulic mining region of California, Mr. 
Hanks, where yen have been studying both 
Bides of the much discussed debris question. 
Will vcu tell me something of the resuits 
of your trip ? ” 
“ In the'mines I found a prosperous, in­ 
dustrious and intelligent body of men, who, 
after planning engineering and mechanical 
works of great magnitude, requiring the 
expenditure of years of patient and per­ 
sistent labor and the ontlay of immense 
capital, were just beginning to reap the re­ 
sults of their labora. 
I saw men, superior 
in every way to the same class in any 
other country, working industrionsly to 
support their families, and educating their 
children to be good? citizens of a noble 
State. 
Besides the happy homes of the 
miners, I found merchants thriving while 
supplying the mines and miners with in­ 
dispensable requisites ; mechanics plying 
their various trades and callings ; school 
teachers tilling the responsible and impor­ 
tant position of imparting wisdom and ed­ 
ucation to bright, intelligent and healthy 
children ; 
sawmills cutting timber for 
tilintes, lumber and beards for dwelling- 
houses and stores, all running to their 
fullest capacity ; teamsters hauling heavy 
loads of general merchandise and machinery 
to the mountains, their wagons loaded 
w ith goods, presumably purchased directly 
or indirectly in San Francisco. 
All this 
visible pros peri I y was the result of the 
successful working of the mines, a large 
proportion of which are hydraulic.” 


GOOD FAITH OF FOREIGN CAPITALISTS, 
“ Who are moat largely interested in 
these hydraulic mines, and would be most 
seriously affected in case their operations 
were checked ?” 
“ On making inquiry I found that much 
of the capital employed had been invested 
by foreigners who, placing faith in both 
the State aud the General Government, 
from whom the laud had been purchased 
at a double price—land which had been set 
aside from tbe agricultural lands and sold 
expressly for cuniug purposes ; believing 
that the United States Government would 
act fair by them, they had bought the min­ 
ing lands iu good faith, and had joined oqr 
own people jn the investment of millions of 
dollars of 
capital, knowing th at many 
year3 must pass before it was possible to 
receive any return on the capital. 
They 
had brought water from lakes and streams 
many miles distant, had employed minera 
for years in driving 
bed-rock tunnels 
through which the waste m atter could be 
discharged, hid expended these large sums 
in the preliminary work necessary for the 
success of this class of mining^and at the 
time of my visit they were receiving back 
part of the capital invested, and began to 
have hopes of seeing the current turn, and 
to realize on the long investment. 
If it 
was a mistake aud unfair to sell these 
mines to them, it is certainly no fault of 
theirs.” 
“ W hat other section of the State did 
you visit?” 
A From this scene of prosperity I came 
down to the plains, noticing as I followed 
the course of the rivers, that the detris of 
the mines had filled their beds to an extent 
I did not have time to investigate.” 


HARDSHIPS IN THE VALLEYS. 
“ On reaching Marysville I found busi­ 
ness depressed, and a general glocm over 
tLe whole community, and not without a 
cause; for I saw extensive and costly 
levets, which they had been compelled to 
raise to protect their homes from the cn- 
eroachicg waters. 
I was told that the citi­ 
zens had been taxed eix per cent, on their 
property to buihl these levees. 
I was 
shown where the river bed had been tilled 
up in front of the city nearly to the cross­ 
timbers of the long bridge. 
I was driven 
ro Yuba City and down the banks of 
Feather river, and shown the extensive 
earthworks required to save the landa 
from 
inundation. 
I was 
taken 
to 
a 
point 
where 
last 
winter, 
in 
a 
fearful storm of wind and raiu, the citi­ 
zens turned out and fought the waters 
with bags of sand aud shovels, plied by 
tbe strong hands of those who fought for 
the preservation of their homes. 
I was 
told that the evil was unbearable, and that 
if the town could not be relieved the citi­ 
zens must desert their homes and seek oth­ 
ers elsewhere. All this trouble was charged 
directly to the hydraulic miners, and in­ 
junctions had been served to stop their 
work. 
This the miners well knew, and 1 
found them deploring what, if carried out 
to the bitter end, would take the bread out 
of their children’s mouths and bring abcut 
the same stagnation in the mines that the 
farmers complain of in the valleys ; aed 
the parallel would be about the same, ex­ 
cept that the farmere are in personal dan­ 
ger from tho eti'eets of the threatened over­ 
flows.” 
“ W hat is the general Eentiment in re­ 
gard to the m atter prevailing among the 
miners ?” 
“ During my stay in the mining districts 
I conversed with all classes in every mine 
or mining town I visited. 


SENTIMENTS OF THE MINERS. 
“ Not only did I not hear an unkind or 
harsh word against the farmers, but the 
mining population universally expressed 
sympathy and admitted the hardship of 
the situation. A t the same time they said : 
‘ W e know no other trade, nor have we 
other means of support for ourselves and 
families. 
W e have never intentionally or 
maliciously injured those who live below 
cs. 
IVe 
have 
bought our lands 
as 
miniEg lands and we were allowed to 
work them by common consent, and we 
never thought we wero injuring others 
until this controversy commenced. 
If the 
mines are stopped, what shall we do ? Our 
winters are severe ; must we let our wives 
and children suffer ? W ill Marysville and 
.Sacramento help to support us by giving 
us other employment ? Shall we go to San 
Francisco, already overpopulated and over­ 
stocked with unskilled laborers, and be­ 
come idlers and non-producers ?’ ” 
“ W hat conclusions did you arrive at as 
the result of your observations?” 
“ When I heard both sides of this most 
momentous and serious question I was im­ 
pressed with the thought that here was a 
m atter which should be better understood 
by the people at large ; that it should be 
made a State question, and that the people 
should accept it as such, giving it their im­ 
mediate, earnest and dispassionate con­ 
sideration. 
The miners are uninjured if 
allowed to continue their work ; but Marys­ 
ville, the low lands aDd certain valley 
towns are iu great danger. 
If the state­ 
ments made to me are not exaggerated, 
there is danger of a calamity in wmch life 
as well as property is threatened.” 
“ Upon whom should rest tbe burden of 
expense in providing the necessary protec- 
ti n against flood and loss ?” 
“ There is certainly 
no reason why 
Marysville or any other specific locality 
should be compelled to pay for all the 
works necessary to protect themselves 
from forces other than natural ones, and 
the people at these points are wholly unable 
to do so. 
They have arrived at a crisis 
where they must be helped or go to the 
wall, and help must be extended to them 
at once or it will be too late. 
The public 
do not understand this important subject 
sufficiently to realize the magnitude ot the 
interests involved. 
Tbe majority of the 
inhabitants of the State know or care very 
little about it. 
It is too often the fault of 
the people, even in Republics, to neglect 
questions of public welfare and to remain 
in ignorance of matters of the greatest State 
interest.” 
LEVELING THE MOUNTAINS. 
“ To what extent willjthe evil be carried 
if immediate measures are not ta k e n for its 


alleviation? W ill not the whole Sierra 
Nevada chain be slniced down upon the 
lower country if hydraulic mining is allowed 
to go on unchecked ?” 
“ Hydraulic mining is comparatively 
short-lived, and the gold placers, which 
are not so extensive as generally supposed, 
must soon be worked o u t; while agricult­ 
ure is eternal. 
I t is a mistake to suppose 
th at all the mountains can or will be 
washed into the valleys. 
The mines must 
in time yield to the advance of population, 
but mining cannot be stopped with a turn 
of the wrist or the dropping of a hat. 
H y­ 
draulic miniDg is only possible in a new 
country. 
The richest hydraulic mine in 
the world would remain unworked if dis­ 
covered in an old-settled country, because 
those who had already acquired rights 
would not permit their lands to be injured 
by the debris. 
But in California the case 
is different. 
Mining rights were acquired 
before agriculture was thought of. 
These 
rights are not only in the hands of our peo­ 
ple, but have been sold to foreigners, who 
have invested their capital in good faith, 
and who expect protection. 
Oa the other 
hand, if it 
can 
be 
proved th at the 
rivers 
and 
harbors 
arc 
being 
tilled 
up and 
destroyed, and 
that there is 
no other remedy, it is clear that the placer 
and hydraulic mining must yield to the 
inevitable and stop. 
But even in that 
case, if possible, time should be given to 
the miners during which t’noy could w ith­ 
draw their capital and turn their attention 
to other pursuits. 
I t is not going to do 
any good to get angry or to bear malice. 
The issue cannot be evaded by quibbles, 
but must be squarely met. 
It must be set­ 
tled eventually in accordance with the 
equities of the case. 
B ut in the meantime 
the inhabitants of certain cities and locali­ 
ties must be protected, for the m atter can 
be delayed no longer. 
To them delay is 
destruction, and perhaps death. The entire 
question should be referred to tho best 
minds among us for solution, and that tbe 
m atter be better understood, the best 
writers and thinkers should be encouraged 
to study the subject and to freely express 
their opinions through the medium of the 
public press. 
As the nation íb wiser and 
better than the individual, so the opinions 
of the many are more valuable than those 
of the few.

authorized aud instructed bj* said Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rules and regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
couuty, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
proY ided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations: 


QUARAXTIXE K I L Í8 AND REGULATIONS. 


Rulo 1. 
All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s growth; all 
older wood to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destioyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reason of this rule is that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this Slate 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho-carbonateof potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenylo by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gailon of the phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covtred vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one hour ; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently ; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vides 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dirsolve carbolic acid crystals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve Bulpbide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water; immerse 
cuttings aud rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [FL B.—To make “ liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to oue-half of 
volume ; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parís 
of water to one part of “ liver of limc.”J 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved.

For tbe convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed local reside nt inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vine-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during tbe coming season to plant vines, such 
applioation to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by thi3 office. 


RECO H H EN D lTIO M g FO R TH E FU RTH ER 
PROTECTION OP VINEYARRS. 


All persons planting new vineya-ds within the 
State £*re advised and strongly urged to consider ah 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
ar.d to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well as aho those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 


CERTIFICA TES. 


For the further convenience of vinc-growcr?, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
near tbe vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, r.nd shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 60 cen’s for euch certificates made out 
in duplica*c, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in tho pos- 
scScion of the applicant that may he s atisfactorily 
shown to the said inspect r io have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shsli likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the saíne, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as s;ra required to be 
disinfected bv Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance wifcli the recommendations of 
this office. 


INFECTED W RAPPINGS* ETC. 


Rule 3. All packages and’ the packing materials 
coming into tha State with imported cuttings and 
vim s (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by irn- 
mers ng in or washing with any of the solutions 
earned in Rule 2, provided that the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not disinfected, 
such packages and packing materials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
PENA LTIES. 


All infractions or evasions of these rules will be 
punishable according to law.

the Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Offi­ 
cer may appoint local resident Inspectors in any and 
all of the f uit-growing regions of the State, whrse 
duties shall be as provided in Section 4 of an Act 
entitled “An Act to define and enlarge the duties 
and powers of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioners, aud to authorize the appointment of 
certain officers, and to \ rotect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” provided that there shall 
be no compensation for such services of inspection 
excepting a fee, not to exceed one dollar for each 
certificate of disinfection, in case of compliance with 
quarantine regulations, and not to exceed five dol­ 
lars for each certificate of disinfection, after seizure 
for non-compliance; provided, however, sqch in­ 
spection may be employed at the option of the own­ 
ers of property requiring disinfection, to disinfect 
the same. And alao said local resident Inspectors 
will be entitled to such other fees as are provided 
for in cases of conviction and seizures. 
1. All tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind infested by any insect or 
insects, or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, 
larva or pupae, t»iat are known to be injurious to fruit 
or fruit trees and liable to spread contagion ; or any 
tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants, or 
trees of any kind grown or planted in any county 
or dbtrict within the State of California, in which 
tree3 or plants, in orchards, nurseries or places, are 
known to be infested by any insect or insects, or 
Ibo germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larva? or 
pupa?, known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
«nd liable to spread eontrgion, are hereby required 
to be disinfected before removal i- r distribution or 
transportation from any orchard, nursery or r lace 
where taldtreeor plant cutting*, grafts or scions, 
plants or tree* of anv kind are grown, or offered for 
sale or gift, as hereinafter prov.de d. 
2. All tree or p'ant cuttings, giafts or scion»-, 
plants or trees of any kind, imported or brought 
into this State from any fore'gn countrj,or from 
any of the United States or Territories, aie hereby 
required to bo disinfected immediately after their 
arrival in this State, and before bting offered for 
sale or removed for distribution or transportation, 
as hereinafter described ; provided, that if on ex­ 
amination of any such impo tations by a local resi­ 
dent In?p?ct r or the Chief Executive Horticultural 
Officer, a bill of health is certified to by such exam­ 
ining officer, then disinfection will be unnecessary. 
3. Fruit ef any kiud infested by any species of 
Scale Insect or Scale Insects, or the germs thereof 
namely, their eggs, larvw or pup», known to be 


injurious to fruit and fruit trees, and liable to 
spread contagion, is hereby required to be disin­ 
fected, as hereinafter provided, before removal off 
the premises where grown, for tbe purpose of sale, 
gift, distribution or transportation. 
4 Fruit of a»y kind infested by auy insect or in­ 
sects, or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, 
lan, re or pup», known to be injurious to fruit or 
truit trees, and liable to spread contagion, imported 
or Drought into this State from any foreign country» 
or from any of the United States or Territories, is 
-Í Pf°mbiked ,r°ra being offered for sale, gift, 
distribution or transportation.

'!‘nd infested by tbe insect known 
as the Codltng Moth, or its larva or pupa, is hereby 
prohibited from bcincr kept in bulk, or in packages 
or boxes of any kind in any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, or being dried for food, or any 
other purposes, or being removed for sa'e 
gift 
distribution cr transportation.

6. Fruit boxes, packages or baskets, used for ship­ 
ping fruit to any destination, aro h. reby required 
to be disinfected, as hereinafter provided, previous 
to their being returned to any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, to bo used for storage, shipping* 
or any other purpose. 
7. Transportable material of any kind, infested by 
any insector insects, or the germs thereof, namely, 
their eggs, larv» or pup», known to be injurious 
to fruit or fruit trees, and liable to spread contagion, 
is hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
8. Tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants or 
trees of aDy kind may be disinfected by dipping in 
a solution composed of not less than, one pound 
(1 fi») of commercial concentrated lye to each and 
every two (2) gallons of water used as such disin­ 
fectant, or in any other manner satisfactory to the 
Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
9. Empty fruit boxes, packages or baskets may 
be disinfected by dipping in boiling 0ater, and al­ 
lowed to remain in said boiling water not less than 
two minutes. Said boiling water used as such dis­ 
infectant to contain in solution not less than one 
pound (1 lb) of concentrated potash, or three- 
fourths (J) of one pound (1 It») of concentrated lye 
to each and every twenty gallons of water, or in 
any other manner satisfactorv to the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
10. Fruit on dociduous and citrus trees infested 
by any species of Scale Insect or Scale Insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larva? or 
pup», may be disinfected before removal from the 
tree, or from the premises where grown, by wash­ 
ing or thoroughly spraying said fruit with a solu­ 
tion composed of one pound (1 H»)of whale oil soap 
and one-fourth of one pound of flowers of sulphur 
to each and every one and one-quarter (1|) gallons 
of water used as such disii.fectant, or in any other 
manner satisfactory to the Chief Executive Horti­ 
cultural and Health Officer. 
11. Owners of fruit of any kind grown in any 
orchard, nursery or place, in which trees or plants 
are known to be infested with any insect or insects, 
or the germs thereof, namel}-, their eggs, larva? or 
pup», known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
arid liable to spread contagion, and all persons in 
possession thereof, or offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or tranportatiou, are hereby required to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, gift, distribution or t*an?portation. 
12. Any tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, 
plants or trees of any kind, empty fruit boxes, fruit 
{•ackages, or fruit baskets, or transferable material 
of any kind, offered for sale, gift, distribution or 
transportation, in violation of the quarantine Hules 
and Regulations for the protection of fruit and fruit 
trees, approved by the Board of State Viticultural 
Commissioners, may be seized by the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Ofliccr, or by any of 
the local resident Inspectors appointed by him; 
said seizure to be the taking possession thereof, and 
holding for disinfection, or for an order of condem- 
natiou by a Court of competent jurisdiction. 
13. Auv person violating the above Quarantine 
Rules and Regulations shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and ujxm conviction thereof shall be 
punishable by fine of not less than twenty-five nor 
more than one hundred dollars.
